Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  executed  for  Par- 
liament and  the  various  departments  in  the  Government  Printing  Bureau  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1923,  contained  in  the  following  tabulated

In  addition  to  the  divisions  of  work  covered  by  the  foregoing  statements, 
there  are  the  map  engraving  and  stereotyping  divisions. 

The  work  of  the  map  engraving  division  consists  of  the  engraving  of  maps, 
charts,  etc.,  of  various  sizes  on  copper,  making  changes  and  additions  to  existing 
plates,  printing  transfers  for  lithographers,  engraving  and  printing  personal 
cards,  and  engraving  plates  on  steel  for  die  stamping.  The  cost  of  operating  this 
division  during  the  year  1922-23  amounted  to  $8,807.25. 

The  work  of  the  stereotyping  division  consists  of  the  making  of  matrices 
and  stereotype  plates  for  printing,  making  alterations  to  existing  plates,  and  the 
manufacture  of  some  metal  equipment  for  use  in  the  typesetting  divisions. 
The  cost  of  operation  for  the  year  1922-23  amounted  to  $18,680.30.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  report  of  the  Purchasing  Branch 
for  the  fiscal  year  1922-23. 

The  total  amount  of  money  paid  for  purchases  made  by  the  three  divisions 
of  this  Branch  is  $1,798,677.65,  subdivided  as  follows: —

For  the  above  mentioned  purchases  1,061  Personal  Accounts  were  opened 
for  Stationery  and  Paper  purchases;  259  for  Printing  Stores  purchases;  and  88 
for  Lithographing  and  Engraving  purchases.  25,254  invoices  were  received, 
audited  and  certified  ready  for  payment;  and  21,859  individual  orders  were 
issued.  The  number  of  letters  received  is  15,050  and  outgoing  letters  and 
telegrams  24,791;  2,730  special  specifications  for  tenders  were  prepared. 
Sale  of  discarded  equipment,  machines,  etc.,  amounted  to  $1,750.00.  Metal 
dross  exchanged  for  virgin  metal,  36,657  lbs.  value  of  $1,600.00.  Export  entries, 
107;  Import  entries,  359;  number  of  express  and  freight  slips  audited  and  cleared 
for  payment,  1.976. 

Work  performed  by  the  Lithographing  and  Engraving  Division  is  as  fol- 
lows:— Cheques  lithographed,  5,140,443;  Maps  lithographed,  826,695;  Cards — 
plate  printed,  54,065;  Electros,  1,116;  Line  Engravings,  12,397;  Halftones,  905. 

In  addition  to  above  supervision  of  work,  transmission  of  proofs  and  hand- 
ling of  correspondence  in  connection  with  the  Engraving  Division  was  carried 
out  by  this  Branch,  details  of  same,  viz.: — Engraved  cheques,  cards,  dies, 
patches  for  cheques,  forms,  392;  Sketches  for  cheques,  cards,  dies  and  diagrams, 
108;  Cards  printed  53,525;  Maps  proved,  165;  Number  of  proofs,  494;  Number 
of  transfers,  838;  Photo  Zinc  proofs,  102.
